The reply filed on 23 January 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Applicants have not indicated which of the claims of Group I read upon the elected subject mater. See 37 CFR 1.111.

The Examiner is not clear regarding the identity of the elected subject mater, as claims 4-6 specify that the claimed protein is 
a cell surface receptor. A sequence search of the kinase of SEQ ID NO:226, however, implies that the enzyme is cytoplasmic, and 
thus cannot be a cell surface receptor. Applicants are required to state which of the claims of Group I read upon the elected subject 
matter. If the kinase is a cytoplasmic enzyme, then further restriction is required between assays using purified enzyme, classified 
in class 435, subclass 15 and those requiring its expression within a cell, classified in class 435, subclass 7.2. These assays utilize 
different products and require separate searches. If indeed the kinase is a cell membrane receptor, then claims 1- 6 will be examined, 
as the membrane of the cell is integral to the assay and it is impossible to perform such an assay with only a purified enzyme.
